Fribourg, September 7. lan the Night, between the 
3d and 4'h of this Month, Prince Charles of Lorrain 
caus’d a Bridge to be eftabhith’d over the great Branch of 
the Rhine fronting Brifac, and march’d a Body of Troops 
even to the Ifland of Rhinmarck; after having diflodg’d 
the French from thence.
